ents in Mitchell four months ago and 
her condition was critical at 
that 
time. 
She is survived by her hus­ 
band, three small children, lier par­ 
ents and two sisters. 
Burial took 
place at Mitchell.

Washington, June 12—The senate 
foreign relations committee today by 
a vote of 8 to 7 ordered a favorable 
report on the Knox resolution virt­ 
ually to separate the league of na­ 
tion- 
covenant 
from 
the 
treaty 
proper. 
The resolution, if passed by the 
senate, would notify the w*orld that 
the United States reserves the right 
to delay decision on the membership 
of the league of nations until the 
senate and people have fully deter­ 
mined if they wish such membership. 
The committee’s action was almost 
coincident with the introduction of a 
re-olution by Senator Sterling, South 
Dakota, to except the United States 
from compliance with article IO of 
the league convenant which provides 
for 
preservaton of political 
inde­ 
pendence and territorial integrity of 
all members of the league. 
This has 
3een the storm center of the opposi­ 
tion. 
Today’s developments were regard­ 
ed as the opening of the great fight 
to amend the treaty* as approved bv 
resident Wilson in Paris, a course 
which if -uecessful Republican lead­ 
ers admit may result finally iii the 
nited States making a separate 
treaty with Germany.

The beauty of Doctor T erry's inven­ 
tion is th a t it enables him to receive 
communications from persons who are 
unacquainted w ith his system.

upon it, for he aloin' needs to know 
w ithout looking where they are situ­ 
ated.

Joseph Lister.Lives in History as One 
of the Greatest Benefactors 
of Mankind. 


VOILE D’AMOUR HEARD AGAIN 


Musical Instrument of the Past Has 
Found Favor With Prominent 
American Composers. 


The viole d’amour is a r|usicn1 in­ 
strum ent which had become practically 
obsolete until Charles Martin Loonier, 
the American composer, wrote a part 
for it in his dram atic poem, “La Morte 
de Tintngiles.” 
The instrum ent had 
not been recognized since Bach plaeed 
it in his orchestration of “St. John’s 
Passion” and H eyerlleer employed it 
to accompany an air in the first act 
of “Los Huguenots.” 
The unique fea­ 
ture of the viole d’am our is its system 
of sympathetic strings. 
Beneath its 
seven strings which are sounded with 
a bow, are stretched seven steel strings 
supposed to vibrate with the bowed 
ones and enhance the power of the 
sound. 
The strings are tuned strictly 
in the key of D major, the lowest 
string tieing the D, one tone below 
the Violin E string. 
Berlioz speaks of 
the 
instrum ent’s 
“sweet, 
seraphic 
tone.” 
It is said to he rem arkably 
adapted to playing chords, arpeggios 
and harmonics.

One of the world’s greatest benefac­ 
tors was Joseph Lister, the eminent 
English surgeon who was the first 
to apply the antiseptic system of sur­ 
gery, of wliieh he was the discoverer 
and pioneer. Lister died seven years 
ago. 
The first great advance in mod­ 
ern surgery was made during the sec­ 
ond q uarter of th e nineteenth century* 
when 
Godwin, 
Mitchell, 
Jackson, 
Wood-Baehe and Doctor Morton dis­ 
covered and applied anesthesia, which 
did away with the pain and horrors 
of the operating room. Since then vast 
improvements have been made in an­ 
esthesia. 
It remained for Lister to 
introduce antiseptic surgery or treat­ 
ment to kill germs in surgical opera­ 
tions and accidental wounds, by which 
the lives of thousands have been saved. 
In 
addition 
to 
this 
im portant 
dis­ 
covery, he made im portant observa­ 
tions on the early stages of inflamma­ 
tion, the coagulation of the Mood and 
other m atters. 
Lord Lister (he was 
elevated to the peerage) was surgeon 
extraordinary to Queen Victoria and 
later to King Edward. 


Red Cross Work to Continue. 
The am bulances of the British Bcd 
Cross are to be among the war-work­ 
ers that will never he demobilized. The 
pick of th a t great park of ambulances, 
fam iliar to every soldier who has land­ 
ed a t or left Boulogne, will form the 
nucleus pf a perm anent service, in 
which all England will share. 
A com­ 
missioner 
is 
now 
at 
work 
finding 
homes for 500 of these ambulances, 
and is so mapping out the country 
that, if possible, no place shall be more 
than 
15 miles from an ambulance, 
which shall be a t the service of any 
doctor who has a serious case to move 
to hospital. 
All these am bulances will 
he und er a central control, which will 
guarantee the efficiency of the car and 
the service; and the organization will 
have the active assistance of those 
who have learned all there is to learn 
about the running of am bulances dur­ 
ing the w ar. 
T he rest of the am bu­ 
lances being over-much war-worn, or 
not specially wrell suited, will be added 
to th e enormous total of cars and mo­ 
torcycles now being sold or scrapped.
